MADISON, Wis., May 11.—The legis- 


lature got through a good deal of work- 
las'; week, but this week promises to be 
ono of the liveliest of the session, not 
excepting the climax of the. fight on 'the 
railway taxation bill when its defeat in 
•the assembly was accomplished. The in- 
tercst this week will center on ihe new 
Ml introduced through 
the 
assembly 


railroad committee, in conformity with 
the last special message from Governor 
La Follette, prohibiting railway compan- 
ies from advancing freight rates, a step 
which the administration, men at If.ast 
anticipate if railway taxes are increased, 
nn apprehension which the bids submit- 
ted to the board of control last w»ck for 
tbo coal supply at state institutions is 
shared by the coal dealers, who are sup- 
posed to be as close to the railroads us 
men in any line of business. 


The bill" is to be taken up in the as- 


sembly tomorrow morning. 3'lie. first ef- 
fort w'ill probably lie to have it re-referr- 
ed to a committee for the purpose of 
giving the railroad people a hearing. A 
juove to do this was made by Mr. Har- 
linig, when the bill was introduced, al- 
ready bearing the approval of "the com- 
mittee, but Mr. Oilman, chairman of the 
railroad committee, and 
Mr. 
Andrew, 


one of the administration leaders, oppos- 
ed it, saying it had been fully considered 
by the committee, that the proposition 
is a simple one, on which no hearing or 
extended argument is necessary, and the 
effort to re-refer. It, will no doubt be re- 
newed when the bill is taken up tomor- 
row, but it is iu>t likely to be successful. 
•There arc many members 
who voted 


against the railway commission bill who 
favor this measure: and then again, the 
members as well as the public are getting 
weary of the protracted struggle ovei 
railway legislation, and want Hie matter 
disposed of as soon as po:-sil>lo. It is be 
lioved the bill will go Ilirougli the n«. 
sembly early this week. Its course in the 
senate will not lie so easy. 


Put it i.-, not yet certain that rail<va\ 


taxes are to be increased. The senate 
and a^embly are us far apart as cvei 
on 
the question of taxing railroai 


bonds, nnd there is no indication as yei 
m an agreement by the conference com 
mittee. 


A brief session wan held after the ad 


journmcnt of't.lio legislature Saturday, a 
which the assembly members submitted 
(heir proposition in writing. The only 
proposition was that the senate recede 
from its amendment exempting railroad 
bonds from taxation, pointing out as a 
rca>on 'therefor the danger that, snoh an 
exemption might invalidate 
(lie 
entire 


bill, as being class legislation in favor of 
-the railroads, since under 
the 
present 


law bonds of every other description arc 
taxable, and die assembly has refused to 
concur in a bill abolishing tho taxation 
of credits. The conference, eommiilee will 
hold another meeting this afternoon, at 
which Chairman Whitchcad has promi-rd 
to submit the reply of the senate cnn- 
Jcrces. If the senate conferees have any 
idea of receding their talk is very mis- 
leading. »:id. as said, present indications 
are 'that, there being no middle ground 
on which a compromise, could be reached, 
*he. result will be that the ad valorem 
bill will follow the primary election and 
railway commi=sion bills to their graves 
so far'ns the present session is concern- 
ed.

New Bill to Prohibit Railroads 


From Advancing Freight 


Rates Has the Boards. 


ASSEMBLY AND SENATE 


CLASH ON BOND SECTION 


Apparent Lack of Middle Ground Upon 


Which Compromise 
Can be 


Eeaclied Means Death of 


the Measure. 


SJADISON, May 11.—Special to the 


Journal.—Gov. La Toilette 
signed the 


barber license bill today requiring eight 
months of attendance in the city and 
five months in the country districts. 


He also signed the bill providing for 


a truant officer in every city bavins over 
10,000 population, and three iu Milwau- 
kee. 


MADISON, Wis., May 11.—The legis- 


lature got through a good deal of work 
last week., but this week promises to be 
one of the liveliest of the session, not 
excepting the climax of the fight on the 
railway taxation bill -when its defeat in 
the assembly was accomplished. The in- 
terest this week will center on the new 
Ml introduced .through 
the 
assembly 


railroad committee, in conformity with 
the last special message from Governor 
La. Follette, prohibiting railway compan- 
ies from advancing freight rates, a step 
which the administration, men at least 
anticipate if railway taxes are, increased, 
an apprehension which the bids submit 
ted 10 the board of control last week for 
the coal supply at state institutions is 
shared by the coal dealers, who are sup- 
posed to be as close to the railroads as 
men in any line of business. 


The bill is 'to be taken up in the as- 


sembly tomorrow' morning. The. first ef- 
fort will probably be to have it re-referr- 
ed to a committee for the purpose of 
giving the railroad people a hearing. A 
move to do this was made by Mr. liar 
tung, when the bill was introduced, al- 
ready bearing the approval of the com- 
mittee, but Mr. Oilman, chairman of the 
railroad committee, and 
Mr. 
Andrew, 


one of the administration leaders, oppbs- 
ed it, saying it had been fully considered 
by the committee, that the proposition 
is a simple one, on which no hearing or 
extended argument is necessary, and the 
effort to re-refer. It will no doubt be re- 
newed when the bill is taken up tomor- 
row, but it is no't likely to be successful. 
There are many members who 
voted 


against the railway commission bill who 
favor this measure: and then again, the 
members as well as the public are getting 
weary of the protracted struggle over 
railway legislation, nnd want tne matter 
disposed of as soon as possible. Jt is be- 
lieved the bill will go through the as 
sernbly early this week. Its course in the 
senate will not be so easy. 


But it is not yet certain that r.iilwaj 


taxes are to bo increased. The senate 
and assembly are as far apart as ever 
on 
the 
question 
of taxing 
railroar 


bonds, and there is no indication as ye! 
of nn agreement by the conference com 
mittee. 


A brief session was held after the ad 


inurnment of 'the legislature Saturday, a 
which the assembly members submitted 
their proposition in writing. The on! 
proposition was that the senate roccdr 
from its amendment exempting railroat 
bonds from taxation, pointing out as 
reason therefor the danger chat sui-h an 
exemption might invalidate the 
eniir 


bill, as being class legislation in favor o 
the railroads, since under the presen 
law bonds of every other description ar 
taxable, and the assembly has refused ti 
concur in a bill abolishing ihe taxation 
of credits. The conference committee wi] 
hold another mooting this afternoon, a 
which Chairman Whitohead lias promi-ei 
to submit the reply of the senate con 
forces. If the senate conferees have nn, 
idea of receding their talk is very mi.- 
leading, and. as said, present indication 
are that, there being no middle ground 
on which a compromise could be reached, 
ihc result will be that the ad valorem 
bill will follow the primary election and 
railway commission bills to their graves 
so far as the present session is concern- 
ed.

In the morning when 
discovered the fire was easily put out, 
but the goods all through the store were 
more or loss damaged by smoke. -

clined t o settle. Since the lire the store 
has been closed, and the residents of Cor- 
liss arc "ivi-n to understand that it will 
not rc-siiiiic. Tin- -lurk iu the place was 
a good one and valued at !?.;,000. 


The brick makers' strike was settled 


Sunday afternoon and marks a victory 
for the strikers. The settlement was 
the result of a joint meeting of commit- 
tees representing the manufacturers and 
the union, held in Trades and 
Labor 


council chamber at the instance of the 
former people, who notified the presi- 
dent of the union of their desire to bring 
about harmonious relations. The result 
of the meeting is a. general resumption 
of operations at each of the Racine brick 
making plants with full forces of men 
at 7 o'clock this morning. 


It was Saturday morning when the 


manufacturers expressed their willing- 
ness to grant the demands of the union. 
Subsequently a. committee of the manu- 
facturers, consisting of Adolph and Wil- 
liam Hilker of the Hilker Manufactur- 
ing company, Otto Baumann, represent- 
ing Wm. Bauma-nn's plant, and John 
Haumersoi), of Haumer=on & Son's com- 
pany, met a committee of the strikers, 
namely, Peter Halverson, William Lueck- 
fcldt, August Smith, Albert Theama and 
William Gelkowsky. On account of the 
inability of Teter Halverson to be pres- 
ent, he acting as a juryman in circuit 
court, Matt Bidinger filled his place on 
the committee. After a short discussion 
of the issues of the strike, the boss brick 
makers agreed to grant all concessions 
embodied.in-the ultimatum presented by; 
the union just before the strike was de- 
clared, which requested an increase in 
wages and recognition of the union. 


Due to the victory thus gained a spec- 


ial meeting of the union was held yes- 
terday afternoon iu Tiedemann hall on 
High street for the purpose of ratifying 
the action of the committee and to noti- 
fy the members to report for duty at 
their respective places of employment, at 
7 o'clock this morning. Nearly 
every 


member was present and elation over 
their victory prevailed among them. The 
agreement entered into at the joint 
Meeting of the committees was signed at 
the brick making plants this forenoon. 


Before the strike was inaugurated the 


scale of wages ranged from .?1.75 to 52.40 
per day; now each man gets an addition 
of 25 cents per dny, which makes 52.00 
per day for the trucksters, teamsters, 
mud shovelcrs and yard men; !f-2:50 for 
pit fillers and inoldcrs and 
?2.G5 
for 


brick setters. 


The brick makers' union may be cred- 


ited witn having gained its victory with- 
out 
any 
disturbance whatever. The 


strike was conducted peacefully and was 
free from the usual practice of intimida- 
tion or coercion of non-union workmen. 


The 
men presented their 
demands 


which were refused and they quit work, 
tying up operations almost completely. 


There were about 80 men involved in 


the strike. They were out two weeks. 


The local union is a branch of the In- 


ternational Brick, Tile and Terra Cotta 
Workers' Alliance. It 
was instituted 


last November with IS charter members 
and at the present time is 72 strong, 12 
new members having been initiated into 
the union at the meeting of yesterday 
afternoon. The officers are as follows: 
President and business agent, Peter Hal- 
verson; vice president, Albert Theama; 
recording secretary, William Lucckfeldt; 
financial secretary, August Smith; treas- 
urer, Joseph Euchta. 


Next Friday evening there will be a 


benefit dance in north side Turner hall 
under the auspices of this union. Gil- 
man's orchestra has been engaged. 
The 


dance was scheduled immediately after 
the walkout occurred as a means for 
carrying on a long drawn struggle, the 
indications at the start all pointing very 
strongly to the possibility of such an 
end. 


This settles all labor difficulties in Ra- 


cine, except the strike at the Sehoen 
Manufacturing company, and that difti- 
cultv seems to have died out, at least 
none of the strikers ever returned to 
work and the shops are not running reg- 
ularly. It looks as if the entire season 
will pass in a quiet manner. 


Interviews with various tradesmen re- 


veals that higher wages as a rule are 
paid in [Uiciriu- than in any other city of 
Wisconsin.

with a large crowd following in its wake. 


The cry of mad dog was raised and 


farmers and others came out with shot 
guns and clubs and joined in the chase. 
The mad animal crossed close to the form 
of Dr. Shoop where he has a kennel .of 
valuable hunting dogs and it was feared 
it would run in there and perhaps at- 
tack his stock, but it kept on to the Wil- 
liam Horlick farm where a hundred or 
more blooded cattle are kept. Luckily 
the canine ducked under the'barn in 
stead of entering and 
creating 
havoc 


among the cows. 


It was not long before the crowd of 


men and boys and some women were at 
the Horlick barn, devising ways to get 
the dog out and kill it. 
Finally Mr. 


Becker, proprietor of the Horlick farm, 
who had a shot gun, proposed to tear up 
the floor and kill the beast when it 
showed itself. While men stood guard- 
ing every avenue of escape, the floor was 
torn up and Mr. Becker found and shot

As it strikes the colder strata of air the 
gas will condense and the airship will 
}.:!'. When it strikes tho warm atmos- 
phere near the. earth it will expand and 
the balloon will again rise. This it will 
repeat many times. Then the balloon 
may be seen in scores of places before it 
comes near enough to earth to be made 
captive.

Bothers the Department-Thor- 


ough Investigation Will 


l)e Made. 


WASHINGTON, May S—Postmaster 


General Payne is confronted with anoth- 
er situation in the south similar to the 
'amoiis Indianola postoffice case. 
Then 


a woman was threatened unless she gave 
up her position in the federal postal ser- 
vice. Now a negro mail carrier in the 
rural free delivery service is held up by 
masked men and is commanded not to 
make another trip on his route under the 
penalty of losing his life. 


Postmaster 
General 
Payne 
acted 


promptly when this latest case was call- 
ed to his attention. He directed that a 
thorough investigation be made, and, 
pending it, that the. rural service be sus- 
pended. 


It appears from the advices received 


by the postmaster general that John All- 
•ood, a negro carrier on one of the rural 
routes in Gallatin, Term., was warned 
that if ho continued to carry the mail his 
life would be endangered. 
Allgood was 


one of three colored men who stood high- 
est in the examination for appointment 
as carriers on the Gallatin route. Allen 
P. Dillard, a negro, who was appointed 
on March 1, resigned about two weeks 
ago, and while no expjlanation is made 
of his action, it is assumed that it was 
the result of threats. 


Pending a report in the Allgood ease, 


Postmaster General Payne is unable to 
say what action will be taken by the de- 
partment. It is known, however, that 
the administration will is as firm in deal- 
ing with this matter as it was with the 
case at'Indianola. If the men who made 
tne threats are found they undoubtedly 
will be prosecuted by the state and fed- 
eral authorities. 


NEC HESS STILL DRAWS SALARY. 
It is evident that the incident at Gal- 


latin, so soon after that at Indianola, 
has annoyed the postal authorities. The 
Indianola affair is by no means settled. 
At present Mrs. Cox is drawing her sal- 
ary of"$l,400 a year, and her husband 
still is employed in the railway mail ser- 
vice. Citizens of the town, it is said, 
look with especial disfavor on this phase 
of the fact that the government should 
support in idleness a colored woman who 
has resigned her position, and who with- 
drew her resignation at the request of 
tne administration and continues to en- 
joy her income without working for it. 
The rent of the postofnec at Indianola 
continues as usual and an extra mail 
carrier is now drawing pay. 
Postmaster 


General Payne said that the people of 
Indianola can have their oftice opened as 
soon as they guarantee that the post- 
mistress will be protected. 


The affair at Gallatin may bring the

A SECOND MESSAGE. 


The governor's second message on rial-

a bit of stove blacking or even a soft 
lead pencil will make life worth living 
again. 
If the windows of our poorly 


built houses rattle at night, a few slips 
of folded newspaper will stop the noise 
and bring peace and slumber. 


An Easy Device.—Much damage may 


lie done to a wallpaper or even to the wall 
itself, by the banging of a door handle 
or key against it. 
An easy device for 


preventing this, and a home-made one is 
to take an empty spool, to pad the top 
with some wadding and to cover it all 
with some, material as nearly matching 
the carpet in color as possible. Then pass 
a brass-headed nail through the 
spool 


and drive it into the floor a few inches 
from the wall or where you wish 
the 


door to stop. 


To Clean Tinware.—If new tinware is 


rubbed over with fresh lard, then thor- 
oughly heated in the oven before it is 
used, it will never rust afterward, no 
matter how much it is put into water. 
If the 'tea-pot or coffee-pot is discolored 
on the inside, boil it for a short time in 
a strong solution of borax, and all its 
brightness will return.—May Woman's 
Home Companion.

If an insect of nny description gets into 


the ear, fill it with a tcaspoonful of cither 
warm water or sweet oil. This will have 
a tendency to float the foreign substance 
out of the ear. 


Camphor is a- most useful deodorizer 


for a sickroom. Place a lump of it in 
an old saucer, and when it is required ap- 
ply to it a red-hot poker. The fumes 'that 
arise will give the room a pleasant fresh- 
ness. 


In case of cuts, wash the part, draw 


the edges together and cover with adhes- 
ive plaster. In the case of a finger, toe 
or other part easily so 'treated, encircle 
it with the plaster. Then bandage and 
keep the dressing on for some days. 


To clean a stained decanter put into it 


a few pieces of washing sod.i and a spoon- 
fid of vinegar. Shake the decanter well, 
but do not put in 'the. stopper or close it 
with the hand, or it may burst.

MINNEAPOLIS, May 8—Dr. Albert 


Alonzo Ames, four times mayor of Min- 
neapolis and central figure in the system 
of "graft"' that held sway in this city 
chiriiipr ItlOl and 1D02 has been found guil- 
ty of accepting a bribe of §600. With the 
returning of this verdict, after the jury 
had deliberated for twenty-four hours, 
the career of one of Minneapolis' fore- 
most figures in political life \vas ended, 
and before him fell the shadow of the 
prison door. 


Whether these doors will close behind 


him is for the court to say. 
The law 


specifies a maximum sentence 
of 
ten 


years in the penitentiary or 35..000 fine 
or both, but it does not specify a mini- 
mum penalty. 
The court will impose 


sentence tomorrow morning.

most sensational, but rot 
the 
closin 


chapter in the story of municipal corrup- 
tion, which has made the name of Min- 
ncapolis a by-word throughout the Unit- 
ed States. The former mayor has been 
convicted of receiving a bribe from dis- 
reputable women, money paid to Irviu 
Gardner for the mayor as purchase mon- 
ey for protection from prosecution and 
arrest.

FIRE HORROR IN MID-OCEAN 


THREATENED OCEAK LINER 


Crew of Frieslaml by Superhuman Exer- 


tions Prevent Flames From Envelop- 


Inc Entire Ship. 


CHICAGO, -May 11.—A dispatch to the 


Tribune from Philadelphia says: 


The American line steamship Friesland 


which came into port yesterday from 
Liverpool, with 114 cabin and 638 steer- 
age . passengers, was in grave danger of 
destruction by fire during the voyage. 


From one of the passengers it 
was 


learned that on the fourth day out Cap- 
tain Apfcld was at breakfast with the 
passengers when news that the ship -was 
on fire was taken to him by the second 
officer. Excusing himself, so as not to 
alarm the passengers, the captain mount- 
ed to the upper deck, where smoke was 
pouring from the hatcli in dense volumes 
With an order to have the pumps mann 
cd Capt. Apfelcl soon had men engaged 
in hoisting out bales of cotton arid bar- 
rels of resin parafine and wax. 


The captain, with the cry, "Come on, 


men, there is work to be done," seized a 
rope and swung himself into the hold 
although several had been nearly suffo- 
cated on the first attempt. 


In the course of an hour's time the fire 


had been confined. The place where the 
fire started is not known. 


In their fight Captain Apfeld's and the 


men's faces, arms and limbs were blister- 
ed.

the passengers drew up a set of compli- 
mentary resolutions and presented them 
to the captain.
